CONVENTION OPENED. 
HARMONIOUS BEGINNING. 
(BY THE NEW-ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 

SAN JOSE, April 14.—The first day’s 
session of the greatest convention ever 
held by the California League of Re- 
publican Clubs, was in all respects 
worthy of the grand gathering. The 
convention proper adjourned about 4 
o’clock this afternoon after the an- 
nouncement of the committees. These 
committees are, Platform and Resolu- 
tions, Order of Business, Next Place of 
Meeting and McKinley Memorial.

BRUSSELS, April 14.—[By Atlantic

AS TO “WATER CURE.”

FORCED CONFESSION FROM A 
TREACHEROUS PRESIDENTE. 


— — 


Surgeon Kept Close Watch on Man 
During Operation— Soldier Saw the 
Filipino Next Day Apparently None 
the Worse for His Experience. 


{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PKESE—A.M.) 

WASHINGTON, April 14.—The Sen- 
ate Committee on the Philippines be- 
gan the week with an intention of mak- 
ing an investigation of the charges to 
the effect that the water cure“ is 
practiced on the insurgents, and 
Charles 8. Reilly of Northampton, 
Mass., formerly a sergeant in Co. M. 
Twenty-sixth Volunteer Infantry, was 
the first witness called with that end 
in view. 

Reilly said that he had been in the 
Philippines from October 26, 1899, to 
March 4, 1901. In reply to questions 
by Senator Rawlins, he said he had 
witnessed the “water cure“ at Igbaris, 
in the province of Lioiio on October 18, 
1900. It was administered to the presi- 
dente, or chief Filipino official of the 
town, 

He said that upon the arrival of his 
command at Igbaris the presidente was 
asked if runners had been gent out 
notifying insurgents of their presence, 
and upon his refusal to give the infor- 
mation, he was taken to the convent 
where the witness was stationed, and 
—— Water cure was administered to 

m. 

This official was, he said, a man 
about 40 years old. When he (the 
witness,) first saw him he was stand- 
ing in the corridor of the convent, 
stripped to the waist, and his hands 
tied behind him with Capt. Glenn aad 
Lieut. Conger of the Regular army, 
and Dr. Lyons, a contract surgeon, 
standing near, while many soldiers 
stood about. The man, he said, was 
then thrown under a water tank which 
held about one hundred gallons of 
water, and his mouth placed directly 
under the faucet, and held open so as 
to comp! him to swallow the water 
which was allowed to escape from the 
tank. Over him stool an interpreter 
repeating one word, which the witness 
seid he did not understand, but which 
he beiieved to be the native equivalent 
of “confess.”’ 

When at last the presidente agreed 
to tell what he knew, he was released 
and allowed to start away. He was 
not, however, permitted to escape; ani 
upon refusing to give further informa- 
tion, he was again taken as he was 
about to mount his horse, and the cure 
administered for the second time. This 
time the man was not stripped, nor 
was he taken into the building. Dr. 
Lyons said the water could be brought 
to the spot and given there, and when 
it was brought in a seven-gailon can, 
ene end of a syringe was piaced in it, 
and the other in the man's mouth. As 


he still refused, a second ayringe was. 


brought, and one end of it placed in 
the prostrate man's nose. He sti}! re- 


fused, and a handful of salt was. 


thrown into the water. This had the 


Gesired . fect, and the presidente agreed 


to answer all questions. 

On cross examination by Republican 
Senators, Reilly said the cure“ 
been first used to compel the presi- 
dente to reveal his own attitude, and 
that it had been learned from his con- 
fession that while he professed to be 
friendly to the United States, he was 
in reality a captain of the insurgent 
forces, and that his police were all so!- 
diers. As a consequence of this ex- 
posure she was arrested and the town 
burned.

Smith said the details of the 
eure were in the hands of a squad of 
the Sixteenth Reguhr Infantry, known 
as the water-cure detail.’ “tHe also 
said that he had assisted in the burn- 
ing of the town of Iebaris. and that 
the natives generally escaped from 
their houses only with the clothes they 
wore. 

Smith expresse? the opinion that 
Igbaris had a population * 10,000. So 
far as he knew no lives were lost. The 
witness said that the country places 
in the vicinity also were burned. All 
these acts were done under the com- 
mand of Capt. Glenn, who was, he said, 
judge-advocate of the Department of 
the Visayas. He said the water was 
kept running four or five minutes, and 
that the doctor in charge frequently 
placed his hand on the man's heart.

SUGGESTION BY SPALDING.

NEW YORK, April 14.—A. G. Spald- 
ing has devised a new scheme, which 
has just been made public, for the. 
control of professional baseball. 
After reviewing the history of organ- 
ized baseball, in which he shows how 
the sport has been bullt up almost en- 
tirely through the National League, 
he gives it as his opinion that it will 
never be possible again to continue the 
government on the mode in vogue 
when the National League was the one 
great power operating under a national 
agreement te protect all organizations. 
Taxation without representation 
seems to him a future impossibility. 
In other words, if minor league clubs 
pay for protection, they will insist 
upon representation to protect their 
interests. For that reason he suggests 
that the various leagues eleet delegates 
to what might be termed a supreme 
baseball court with a chairman who 
would have active executive control of 

the body. 

He would have this court settle all 
disputes between leagues and with 
players; would have it appoint all um- 
pires, and formulate the playing rules. 
Territorial rights could be regulated 
by this body, although Spalding is dis- 
inclined to have it enter in any way 
into the actual business of organiza- 
tion, such, for instance, as regulating 
the salaries of the players or controll- 
ing methods of procedure upon the part 
of club officials.

Not Gwe Chase.

Key-nipper Burglar a 
Versatile Cuss. 


Notorious Robber Up to New

Having a leg yanked off while you're 
dreaming in your bed is the latest 
fensation the up-to-date Los Angeles 
burgiar can afford you. 

The newest robber will not be pur- 
sued after doing a job, for he will take 
his victim’s sprintsticks and make an 
undignified shirt-tall chase under the 
electric lights impossible. 

Louis Lauer, who rooms at No. 229 
East Fifth street, is the first man to 
go through the singular experience. It 
happened to him early yesterday morn- 
ing, when the notorious key-nipper 
thief, who has been operating here 
some time, got around there. 

Lauer is a sound sleeper. Perhaps 
that is why he found himself with but 
one leg in his room when he awoke. 
The robber had taken the other, as well 
as a pair of trousers, in one of the 
pockets of which was $1. Incidentally, 
the leg was in the trousers, too. That 
is another reason why it was easily 
pulled.

IRRIGATION MOVEMENT. 


Encouraging Progress Reported at the 
Meeting of the Executive Committee 
of Local Section Yesterday. 


The National Irrigation Association 
is enjoying most encouraging growth, 
as shown by reports made to the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Southern 
California section, which met yes- 
terday. In the absence of Chairman 
C. B. Boothe, M. H. Newmark presided 
and the other members present were: 
Homer Laughlin, A. B. Cass, Abbot 
Kinney, J. H. Braly and Assistant 
Secretary W. A. Spalding. 

In Southern California the secre- 
tary announced an increase in mem- 
bership of fifty since last report. East. 
ern memberships secured through cor- 
respondence from Los Angeles now 
number 482 and the local roll is 367. 

Executive Chairman George H. Max- 
well, in a letter, reports the forma 
tion of strong organizations in St. 
Paul, Denver and Omaha. At St. Paul 
the work of correspondence with east- 
ern firms has been taken up by the 
Consolidated Committee, representing 
the four commercial organizations of 
that city. In Omaha the Commercial 
Club is prosecuting similar work. The 
Denver section starts out with 250 
members, including the most influen- 
tial men of the city. Mr. Maxwell 
predicts that if the correspondence 
work is kept up for the next year, the 
asociation should have a membership 
of at least 20,000. With such an enroll- 
ment the movement would be irresist- 
ible. 

In the discussion which followed the 
reading of Mr. Maxwell's letter, the

R. H. Ingram Named by 

the S. P. Powers. 

Superintendent of Los 
Angeles Division. 


Was Brought to the Coast 
from the Far East by 
C. M. Hays. 


A special to The Times from San 
Francisco says that R. H. Ingram, who 
came to San Francisco nearly a year 
and a half ago, as executive secretary 
to the new president of the Southern 
Pacific Company, was yesterday ap- 
pointed superintendent of the Los An- 
geles division of the Southern Pacific 
to succeed John A. Muir. Ingram was 
originally in the executive department 
of the Louisville and Nashville Rall- 
road. Thence he went to Canada for 
Ave years, was executive secretary 
there to Charles M. Hays, president of 
the Grand Trunk. From Canada he 
went to Vermont to became secretary- 
treasurer of the Vermont Central Ralil- 
road. When Charles M. Hays was 
chosen by Speyers to be president of 
the Southern Pacific and resigned the 
chief place in the Grank Trunk, he se- 
lected R. H. Ingram for his executive 
secretary. When Hays retired Ingram 
was retained as executive secretary to 
Julius Kruttschnitt, who was prac- 
tically made Harriman’s representative 
of the entire company. 

Of the men who were brought out 
here by Hays, Ingram was the only one 
who im railroad men in San 
Francisco as a broad-gauge man. He 
knew his business thoroughly, was 
simple and modest in manner, and 
made friends from the outset, it Is said. 
Hence, it was no surprise that he was 
retained when Hays and others were 
retired. 

The rumor of the selection of Ingram 
for superintendent was whispered in 
the local Southern Pacific offices yes- 
terday, but nobody had the official 
announcement.

COMPLAINT TO ISSUE TODAY 
AGAINST HILL & SONS. 


Failure cf Systematic Attempts to 
Choke Off Publicity Concerning the 
Discovery of the Fraud—inspector 
Found Plenty of Dyed Olives. 


A great stench has been created by 
a barrel of black pickled olives, re- 
cently discovered in a Broadway gro- 
cery store, and to which The Times 
has made extended reference. 

Ripe olives, when pickled, soon spoil, 
but, on the other hand, ripe olives make 
the best of oil. Thus may be found 
two reasons why they are not exten- 
sively pickled. Pickled ripe olives, be- 
ing rich in oil and agreeable to the 
palate, are in good demand, but usually 
scarce. 

In view of this condition, local olive 
packers regardless of the health of the 
public and of the reputation of South- 
ern California, conceived the idea of 
taking green olives, coloring them by 
means of a decoction containing ani- 
line dyes, and foisting them upon the 
market as pickled ripe olives. 

This offense, which has been laid at 
the door of the local firm, is described 
as a misdemeanor by the act of 1896, 
relating to the adulteration of fruits. 
It is so fraught with disaster to 
Southern California, the only olive- 
growing district on the North Ameri- 
can continent, that the interest in the 
outcome of the case is universal. 

Chemist Fosdick on Friday reported 
to Fruit Inspector Drummond that he 
found aniline dye in the olives, and the 
case was immediately placed in the 
hands of Deputy District Attorney 
Chambers, with a request to draw up 
a complaint. 

The Hil establishment exhausted 
every expedient in their efforts to stop 
publicity, appealing to the {nspector, 
the deputy district attorney and. the 
newspapers, and they made their 
boast that they had muzzled every 
beper in town except The Times. 

hey asked, through their attorneys, 
that they be given a hearing before 
the complaint was drawn, and Attor- 
ney Chambers granted them this con- 
cession. They were given until yester- 
day, to, if possible, show any palliating 
circumstances concerning the putting 
out of the olives that poisoned the 
family of E. T. Morris, and it is prom- 
ised Inspector Drummond that the 
complaint will issue today. ; 

The statement was made by Mr. 
Cunningham, manager for Hill & Sons, 
that the barrel of olives discovered by 
the inspector in the store of Adams & 
Hellinghausen, was the only one they 
had out. Mr. mond, however, 
readily proved this statement to be in- 
correct, for he went to another store. 
but a few doors distant, and bought 
the same kind of olives. The state-

The Evolution of the Soda Fountain. 


The rapid increase in the trade en- 
joyed by the proprietors of soda foun- 
tains in the leading cities of the Unitd 
States has led to the installation of 
many very elaborate and costly outfits. 
Most of the finer ones are made of Mex- 
ican onyx and cost in some Instances 
as high as $15,000 or $20,000. A $15,000 
soda fountain would be made of the 
finest material and would be of great 
size. It might have thirty draft tubes 
and 100 syrup cans. Very beautiful 
onyx fountains of the dimensions more 
commonly used, say, with ten syrups 
and three draft tubes, can be bought 
for from $850 to $1200. In fact, a hand- 
some onyx fountain can be bought for 
$600. But not everybody wants an 
onyx fountain. There are yet purchas- 
ers who prefer one of marble. A marble 
fountain with onyx trimmings could be 
had at, say, $450. An old-style marbie 
fountain might be had for $150. 

Fifty years ago or thereabouts soda 
water was drawn from a silver tube 
rising out of the counter, Then came 
the first visible soda fountains, smal! 
marble boxes, placed on the counter. 
From these developed the elaborate. 
and often costly fountains of marble 
that preceded the onyx fountains of 
the present. Beautiful and costly mar- 
ble was brought from all parts of the 
earth to be used in the construction of 
soda fcuntains, but now the fashion 16 
onyx, with a canopy or superstructure 
of wood. Along with its great develop- 
ment in beauty has come a correspond- 
ing impi ovement in the soda fountain 
working parts. The modern fountain is 
far more convenient and efficient in op- 


eration than its old-time .— 
{American Exporter.

SANTA CATALINA ISLAND. 
AVALON'S IMPROVEMENT ERA, 
AVALON, April 14~-A walk about 
town would give anyone the impres- 
sion that the Mayor and Common 
Council of Avalon had “got a mov 
on.” The first indication is the nu 
ber of workmen digging up the streets 
and laying water pipe. More than a 
mile of six-inch cast-iron pipe for 
water mains, leading from the pump- 
ing station, le being laid.

FORCE OLD DECISION.

May Deprive Newly-settled Sections 
of Much Needed "Water—Legality of 
Proposed Irrigation Bonds Submitted 
to New York Expert for an Opinion. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

PHOENIX (Ariz.) April 12.—Discus- 
sion of existing water problems in the 
disttict around Phoenix is always 
a warm subject with the farmers of 
the locality, and a number of suits 
affecting the flow of Salt River and the 
rights of the canals and water users 
are pending in thé local courts, and 
indeed, even in the Supreme Court of 
the United States. Perhaps the most 
important move is to enforce, this sum- 
mer, the Kibbey decision of October, 
1892. The effect of this will be sim- 
ply to deprive the Arizona and Con- 
solidated Canals of any right to the 
river flow when it had reached a point 
less than the necessities of the Salt 
River Valley, Maricopa, Tempe and 
San Francisco ditches. Prior in point 
of appropriation, also, to the Arizona 
Canal, though materially subsequent 
to the canals just named, are the 
Utah, Mesa and Grand canals. Subse- 
quent to the Arizona Canal are the 
Highland and Mesa Consolidated. 

Heretofore, under a contract between 


the canals, the water for the north 


side of the valley has practically all 
been taken through the Arizona Canal, 
resulting in marked economy and lack 
of seepage. This north-side water so 
taken has been distributed equally be- 
tween the na. Grand, Maricopa 
and Salt River Valley ditches, to the 
detriment of the older canals, rd- 


Late in the 80's the Arizona Improve- 
ment Company, which is practically 
the executive branch of the Arizona 
Canal Company, acquired 51 per cent. 
of the stock of the older north-side 
canals. How it — that the 
agreement was sign for the equal 


| distribution of water is therefore not 


hard to understand. 

The Kibbey decision, given by Judge 
Joseph H. Kibbey, still an active prac- 
titioner at the bar of Phoenix, was a 
pioneer expression of the now gener- 
ally-accepted doctrine that to the lands 
absolutely belong the water, and that 
the irrigating canals, when undér sep- 
arate ownership, are to be considered 
nothing more than common carriers, 
with much the same status that rall- 

s possess. Its enforcement in the 
resent case will mean that, during 
erms of scarcity the Salt River Val- 
ley Canal will permitted to carry 
water for fully 100 quarter vections of 
land, the Tempe Canal for 70 quar- 
ter sections, the Maricopa Canal for 
50 quarter sections and the 
Fran Canal for quarter 
sections. This, at the accepted rate 
of sixty-four inches to the quarter sec- 
tion, would mean the using up of 1i,- 
000 inches of river flow and, unhappily, 
it must be admitted that the river got 
even below that point last year ani 
will probably drop below it again this 
coming summer. The present gupply 
is only about 30,000 inches. 

Farmers in the oldersettled sections 
of the valley admit that the observ- 
ance of the decree would simply mean 
ruin to several of the later-settled sec- 
tions, but aver their intention to pro- 
ceed actively in the enforcement of 
their rights in times of scarcity. 

It is probable that the result of this 
drastic move will be the expediting of 
measures tending toward water storage 
above the Salt River Cafion. The act 
so painstakingly drawn by the County 
Board of Water Storage Commission- 
ers was returned to the board by Judge 
Dillon of New York, to whom it had 
been submitted, with amendments de- 
signed to further secure bondholders in 
event of a default of interest pay- 
ments. Southside water users suc- 
ceeded in further amending the act by 
making its passage contingent upon 
approval by two-thirds of the taxpay- 
ers of the county, and not by the bare 
majority hitherto ulred. The 
amended bill, by which Congress is to 
authorize the county to issue $2,300,900 
in bonds for the construction of a dam 
and reservoir, will be submitted again 
to Judge Dillon. and thereafter will be 
introduced in Congress by Delegate 
Smith. Dwight B. Heard, a member 
of the present commission, has gone 
to Washington on behalf of the county 
and commission to expedite. if possible, 
the passage of the measure through 
Congress, and to aid B. A. Fowler, 
who has spent three months in Wash- 
ington in the interest of the Arizona 
farmers. 

C. Rodney MacDonald has filed suit 
in the District Court against 
the County Board of Supervis- 
ors and their bondsmen, because of 
of the appropriations made by the 
board for the work of the water-stor- 
age commissioners, which approximate 
$7500. MasDonald claims that the act 
ie illegal in that it is special legis- 
lation, forbidden by the Harrison Act. 
MacDonald's objection, however, seems 


to be the only one that has material- 
ized. 


BISBEE. 
MINE SALE DENIED. 

[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

BISBEE (Ariz.) April 12.—Superin- 
tendent Merrill of the Calumet and 
Arizona company has denied any 
knowledge of the reported deal where- 
by the officers of the South Bisbee 
Copper Mining Company have agreed to 
sell the property to the Calumet and 
Hecla company for $1,200,000. There 16 
no doubt, however, that the offer has 
been made, though possibly by some 
other corporation than the great Michi- 
gan mining company. Ten thousand 
dollars is said to have been deposited 
in a Los Angeles bank as forfeit. Local 
stockholders believe the mine worth 
more than $1,200,000, and have raised 
$3600 to fight the sale. Several of the 
local stockholders have been asked to 
come to Los Angeles at once to con- 
sult with the Jones faction over the 
deal, all expenses to be paid, but have 
not gone. 

NOT HARRIMAN PROPERTY. 

Another little Huntington deal is un- 
derstood to be contemplated in con- 
nection with the Gila Valley, Globe and 
Northern Railway, a line that connects 
Globe with the Southern Pacifico at 
Bowie, 140 miles distant. The line is 
usually called the Garland road, its 
president and general manager being 
William Garland of Los Angeles.
